Remark 

1. Claims 21-22 were canceled, and new clams 49-53 are added. Pending claims are 1-20, 
and 23-53. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-20, and 23-53 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1, 25, and 33, the closest prior arts issued to Beckert and Malone fails 
to teach or suggest a display device for a vehicle for at least the step of the removal of a member 
from the assembling housing electrically disconnects the at least one of two or more displays 
from the bus, and also the member is disposed on and provides support for the at least two or 
more displays, and for each of the at least two or more displays in the vehicle has a wireless 
receiver for receiving a first and second frequency for two different video signals or programs 
together with the encoded video signals for avoiding signal interferences and capable of 
receiving wireless remote controlling from either one of two wireless transmitters as cited in 
claims 47, 48 and 53. Beckert does not disclose the physically mounting of the display to the 
assembly housing, and Malone suggests the connection yet the electrical connection remain in 
tact when the display is removed from the housing. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
